New Gas Fu

Cohoes, N. Y., Sept. 13.—-Fol-

The use of gas in the new smelt- 
ing furnaces will eliminate the use 
of coal, besides conserving hydro- 
power for the new assembly 
plant, which will shortly be in op- 
ration as a unit of the Green Island 
With the operation of the 
furnaces and the manufacture of 
batteries seven hundred additional 
men will be employed. 

Officials said that the lead 
battery departments would replace 
other operations which have been 
discontinued. The rim department 
has been definitely eliminated and 
the workers are to be transferred to 
the new units. The new depart- 
ments will be located in the main 
plant while plans are going forward 
for the erection of an addition which
